EDITORIAL. 


PRIL, calls all Nature to flower forth in beauty and in 
usefulness. Reason for being seems to be declared by 
a thousand tongues in flower petal and bird song, in 
the peep of the downy chick and the bleat of tiny lambs and 
awkward calves; all young life cries out and proclaims the 
renewal of the face of the earth. | 
Every sphere of activity must have some definite time and 
season to show a resumé of its accomplishments and put 
forth its plans for future activities, and the Women’s Clubs 
of America seem to have selected the spring and early sum- 
mer for their season to sit in general council and toll up the 
successes and defeats of their daily toil. American club- 
women have always held their Biennial Session in the spring, 
and just now every energy is being bent by the officers and 
committees of the general federation to make the coming 
Biennial to be held at Cincinnati, May 10th to 18th, a mem- 
orable gathering. Ohio clubwomen are opening wide their 
doors with hospitable intent, and Cincinnati will provide 
every opportunity for a successful and comfortable Biennial. 
Southern clubwomen will doubtless attend this Biennial in 
large numbers ; the Boston Biennial of 1908 and the St. Paul 
Biennial of 1906 were more accessible to other sections, but 
this Cincinnati Biennial, by its geographical location, makes 
the journey thither from Southern cities a small tax on time, 
strength, and purse, and so most possible for Southern 
delegates. The presence of the Council in Norfolk, 
1907, and in San Antonio, 1909, has brought Southern 
women in touch with the leaders of the General Federation 
and, with the inspiration of these two Councils still fresh 
with them, it is hoped that they will seize the opportunity of 
a nearby Biennial to gain that larger view of club work and 
club leaders which is only possible through familiarity with 
the aims and purposes of the leaders of the movement, 
secured through attendance at a Biennial. 


OUTHERN State Federations seem to have a partiality 
for spring meetings; we find that three Southern State 
Federations meet in April; the South Carolina Federa- 

tion at Charleston, April 5th to 8th; the Louisiana Federa- 
tion at Baton Rouge, April 7th-8th, and the Mississippi Fed- 
eration at Columbus, April 11th to 17th, while the North 
Carolina Federation holds its annual meeting at Henderson, 
May 5th to 8th, and the Virginia Federation, its annual 
meeting at Danville, May 5th-8th, and thus all Southern 
clubdom is busy now classifying and counting up its year’s 
work to report at these meetings. The fact that they all 
occur so near together affords an excellent opportunity for 
a comparison of work, and an interchange of club workers, 
and signifies a unity of effort which is most gratifying. 
That these conventions will all be productive of good fel- 
lowship, and be an inspiration for continued efforts for altru- 
istic ends, is a foregone conclusion. Several hundred 
Southern women will be brought together, and will learn to 
know one another and appreciate each other as never before. 


The Keystone takes pride in being the official organ of 
four out of the five of these Federations mentioned above, 
and we promise them our best efforts always in presenting 
their high ideals to the reading public. And so, hand in 
hand, with earnest effort for the best interests and the 
upbuilding of our beautiful and well-beloved home land, we 
can all rejoice in the bonds of the woman’s club movement. 


PPRECIATION seems to play such a small part in 
human life, and yet it is a factor which only a great 
genius might dare toignore. A brilliant woman once 

remarked that she did not feel the need of appreciation in 
her work, and yet her acquaintances noticed that she never 
showed her appreciation of others, and so we see the average 
man and woman needs it, and needs to use it in their inter- 
course with every-day mortals, if they would travel smoothly 
and win friends for themselves and their cause. And now, 
that this season of conventions is with us, let us apply the 
virtue of appreciation to the needs of the hour. These 
annual gatherings are often the trial of a woman’s metal, 
character, and breeding, as well as her intellectual and

CHARLESTON WOMEN had the great pleasure of hearing 
Mrs. May Wright Sewall deliver a very interesting lecture 
on the “Status of Woman at Home and Abroad,” on Tues- 
day afternoon, in the Freundshaftsbund Hall, under the 
auspices of the City Federation. Mrs. Sewall was the 
guest of Mrs. Visanska, the president of the City ledera- 
tion, while in Charleston. | 

THe INTERCOLLEGIATE Club of South Carolina were 
entertained by the president, Miss Mary B. Poppenheim, at 
her residence, Thursday afternoon, March 17th, to meet 
Mrs. May Wright Sewall, Dean Marion Talbot, and Miss 
Sophonisba Breckenridge, of the University of Chicago. 

THE Civic Crus, Charleston, again observed Civic Day 
on March 10th, as recommended by the General Federation. 
The celebration was in charge of the Junior Civic League 
Committee, and with permission from the city fathers, the 
Civic Club had the great pleasure of dedicating the first 
municipal playground opened in South Carolina. The chil- 
dren of the Jnior Civic League assembled on the playground 
and marched into the auditorium of the new Mitchell School 


with ward leaders and ward banners. ‘The president of the 
Civic Club presided over the special exercises, when 
addresses were made by Mayor R. G. Rhett, Rev. Howard 
L. Jones, and Mr. Wilbur, president of the Juvenile Pro- 
tective Association. Special songs, composed for the occa- 
sion, were sung by the children, and they repeated the Civic 
Pledge in unison, after Mayor Rhett. At the close of the 
hall exercises, the children marched out, led by the Mayor, 
and, under the dirction of the Park Commissioners, assisted 
in planting the hedge around the playground. It was spe- 
cially gratifying to the charter members of the Civic Club 
that this municipal playground is at last a reality, for, in the 
summer of 1900, during the presidency of Miss Christie 
Poppenheim, the Civic Club inagurated the first vacaiion 
playground in South Carolina, and carried it on for three 
months for the benefit of the children in the upper wards, 
renting a vacant lot for this purpose. There was always a 
committee of ladies present, looking after the children, and 
directing their games; many afternoons there were 70 chil- 
dren in attendance, and in those days the club had only 
thirty-five members. After ten years of development, the 
club has grown, under the efficient leadership of Mrs. Visan- 
ska, to number 140 members today. The able chairman of 
the Junior Civic League, Mrs. Barton Miller, claims 900 
children enrolled as members of her league. This celebra- 
tion was truly a Civic meeting, and on the stage, beside the 
officers of the Civic Club and City Federation, were seated 
the Mayor and members of the City Council, the chairman, 
members of Board of School Commissioners, and principal 
of Mitchell School, the Educational Committee of City 
Council, the Park Commissioners, and officers of the Juve- 
nile Protective Association. Candy and ice cream were sold 
out on the playground for the benefit of the Junior Civic 
League. 

A Work.—Perhaps you have not taken notice 
of a new club work which is quietly spreading over all the 
Southland. It is the Bay View Reading Course—a brief 
and systematic, low-priced and popular course for clubs, 
which is mentioned as a large improvement over the old 
form of club work. Six years ago, one or two Louisiana 
and ‘Texas clubs tried the work, and at once began to tell 
others about it, and the work has grown in preference and 
spread over every State. It is said that 1,400 clubs have 
adopted it. Any work that will win its way without adver- 
tising and agents, must have real merit, and if any club has 
not decided next year’s work, better look into this work. 
A card, addressed to J. M. Hall, Boston Boulevard, Detroit, 
Mich., will bring a circular and a copy of the beautiful Bay 
View Magazine.

HE FIRST winter meeting of the North Carolina 
Federation Executive Board took place in Goldsboro 
February 22, 23, 24. This innovation in Federation 

routine will be of interest to all members, and from the 
satisfactory results will be wished continued ‘by the board. 
This meeting gives an opportunity for leisurely conference 
on the work and policies of the Federation, which is impos- 
sible to arrange at the larger, more hurried annual conven- 
tion of the Federation. The Goldsboro meeting was 
attended by twelve members. ‘The president, Mrs. Reilley, 
Charlotte, presided; in the absence of the recording secre- 
tary, Mrs. Hammel, Mrs. F. L. Stevens, chairman, Educa- 
tion, acted as secretary. ‘The other members present were: 
Mrs. T. Weil, first vice-president; Mrs. James Briggs, 
second vice-president; Mrs. Alice Fields, treasurer; Mrs. 
J. T. Alderman, chairman, Library Extension; Mrs. E. C. 
Duncan, chairman, Music; Miss Gertrude Weil, chairman, 
Publication; Mrs. D. Y. Cooper, chairman, Industrial and 
Child Labor; Mrs. A. A. Hicks, chairman, Reciprocity; 
Mrs. R. R. Cotton, chairman, Child Study; Mrs. W. G. 
Rogers, chairman, Household Economics. ‘The president 
reported ten new clubs since last May, an evidence of 
enthusiastic activity on the part of the president. ‘The 
board expressed approval of the excellent work of the 
recording secretary on the year book, and also adopted her 
recommendation to dispense in future with the printing of 
advertisements in the same. Mrs. Hammel’s resignation 
from the secretaryship was accepted with great regret. 
The plans for the annual convention in Henderson in May 
were thoroughly discussed. The program was not definitely 
arranged, but will be published later. One of the features 
will be a fine arts evening, with a program in charge of the 
chairmen on Art, Music and Literature. It was also 
decided to secure a prominent speaker to address the con- 
vention on the subject of Civics or Health. Since the 
increase in the size of the Federation, North Carolina is 
now entitled to larger representation than at the !ast 
Biennial. Vacancies among delegates and alternates to the 
Cincinnatr Biennial were filled by election of the board. 
Reports of the chairmen of departments were given and 
discussed. In connection with the Library Extension work 
Miss Minnie Leatherman, general secretary of the North 
Carolina Library Commission, spoke of the aims and work 
of the commission. ‘The report of the Literature and Edu- 
cation chairmen contained a sample copy of study outline 
arranged by them in co-operation with the State Library 
and Historical Association. A plea was made by Mrs. W. 
G. Rogers for a more general study in Household 
Economics.

by school children on the subjects of “Forest Preservation” 
and *Waterway Conservation and Improvement.” As the 
work of the Reciprocity and Child Study Departments is 
overlapped by other departments, the board voted to recom- 
mend the abolishment of these two departments. 

The business of the meetings was relieved by social enter- 
tainments by the Goldsboro hostesses. On February 22d 
an evening reception was tendered the visitors and the 
members of the Goldsboro Women’s Club by Miss Weil. 
On the afternoon of the 23d a tea was given by the 
Woman’s Club in the rooms of the Elks’ Club, and the same 
evening a delightful musical reading and reception was 
given in the Woman's Clubroom.

As Strats Chairman of Household Economics, I am send- 
ing you some facts about our Federated Clubs. We have 
forty-four clubs including one thousand four hundred and 
ten members. The largest club numbers two hundred, the 
smallest ten; average, thirty-two. Eight out of all clubs 
include Household Economics in their work, the smallest 
club of ten being one of these. The clubs pursuing this 
science represent five hundred and sixty-six women, with 
perhaps one hundred interested in this very important 
branch of club and home life. The clubs are in cities, in 
towns, in every portion of our glorious Old North State, 
and we feel assured could the thousand other club women 
but lend a hand, this art of home-making and hearth-keep- 
ing would do for us and posterity something beyond power 
to conceive. The Charlotte Club, of which I am a member, 
has been endeavoring to introduce this study into its public 
school. ‘They have investigated dairies, interesting them- 
selves to obtain cleanest, certified milk at the lowest price 
such an article could be sold. Clean food from dairies, 
butchers, bakers and grocers is their slogan. Clean homes, 
wholesome food, suitable clothing, sanitation, combined with 
simplicity in furnishings, ease in managing a household, 
the woman who spends obtaining the most and best for her 
money—can you picture what that means for our State? 


This long neglected science must come into its own, and side. 


by side with other arts be part, aye, the major part of a girl’s 
equipment, for home-making, for wifehood, for mother- 
hood. 

If our money has not the purchasing value of ten years 
ago, then we must be more viligant, buy more carefully and 
think more intelligently, not lower our standards of living, 
but by a scientific knowledge of foods and materials, get the 
most for the least. 

I appeal to the North Carolina clubwomen to join 
hands, hearts and intellects in a cause so feminine, so rich 
in returns. Last year through the medium of letters, I 
endeavored to interest all our clubs in this work. This year 
again I am trying it, and methinks I have aroused listening 
ears. 

Can we—shall we not make North Carolina one of the 
banner States for study and later stand with any in the 
union that through this medium have advanced to ideals 
beautiful and permanent ?_

Our PRESIDENT, Mrs. Carrington, has been in greaé dis- 
tress this week over the illness of her little son, of mastoid- 
itis, but since the operation has been performed he 1s better, 
and we hope for an early recovery. 

THE Epucation Committee of Virginia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs has worked faithfully and ardently for the 
passage of the Strode bill for the establishment of a State 
College for Women, to be located at or near the University 
of Virginia, and to be a co-ordinate part of the University. 
This committee has had the loyal support of the women’s 


organizations throughout the State—women’s clubs, teach- 


ers’ clubs, Daughters of Confederacy, Mothers’ clubs, Colon- 
ial Dames, etc. On January 27th, a hearing was granted 
the advocates of the bill by the Committees on Schools and 
Colleges of the Senate and the House in joint session. 
Strong addresses were made by Senator Strode, patron of 
the bill, Hon. A. F. Thomas, of Lynchburg, Dr. Stone, and 
Dr. Horton, of the University Faculty, and Dr. Alderman, 
President of the University. The Senate chamber was 
filled with men and women who were interested in the pro- 
posed college, and many members of both branches of the 
legislature. Dr. Alderman appealed in eloquent terms for 
the establishment of such a college, and declared that the 
| future welfare of the State depended upon the education and 
proper training of women. ‘The “hearing” reached its per- 
fect climax in Dr. Alderman’s address, and the very atmos- 
phere seemed charged with enthusiasm. All the organiza- 
° tions of women in Richmond are working enthusiastically 
and being “‘on the spot,” they have the situation well in 
hand, and are leaving no stone unturned to secure the pas- 
sage of the bill, which has passed the Senate committee and 
is on the Senate calendar. The most ardent supporters of 
the bill in the Senate are the members of the University 
alumni. 

Dr. OLDys, assistant biologist of the U. S. Biological Sur- 
vey, recently delivered a most delightful lecture on “Bird 
Music” before the Lynchburg Woman’s Club, and also the 
Bedford Library Association. 

THe Civic Circe of Lynchburg Woman’s Club is plan- 
ning for the annual city cleaning-up day in April. 

THE WeEpDNEsDAY Club of Danville held a Conference on 
Civics, last week, which will be productive of much good. 
The following topics were discussed, in a very interesting 
manner : 


“What is the danger from expectorating on the streets, and how can 
it be preventedi” “Are the mosquito and fly a menace to health, and 
what is the best way to deal with them?” “Do we need a garbage 
furnace, and is it practicable?’ “Do we suffer from unnecessary 
noises?” “What is the best way to deal with the handbill and billboard 
nuisance?” “Is a cleaning day necessary in Danville this spring?” 


A picture of the Montvale Library, with a commendatory 
notice of the good work of the Library Association appeared 
in Sunday's Dispatch. ‘The Civic Betterment Association 
of Roanoke was also warmly praised. ‘This club has 150 
active members, from all sections of the city.

OMEN’S endeavors in the field of literature should 

receive much encouragement by the award of the 

Nobel Prize in Literature for 1909 to Selma Lagerloff, 
the Swedish novelist. ‘The Nobel prizes, five in number, 
amounting to about forty thousand dollars each, the interest 
on nine million dollars left by the Swedish scientist, Nobel, 
are awarded annually on December 10th, the anniversary 
of Nobel’s death. The five prizes are for the greatest inven- 
tion or discovery in physics, in chemistry and in medicine, 
for the most excellent work in literature of an idealistic 
tendency, and to the person who has worked best for the 
fraternization of nations and in the cause of peace. ‘The 
first award of these prizes was made in 1901. Only two 
Americans, Prof. Albert Nicholson, University of Chicago, 
the Physics prize, and ex-President Roosevelt, the Peace 
prize, have received these prizes. ‘Three women have been 
awarded these prizes: Baroness Von Suttn®¥, the Peace 
prize; Mme. Curie, the prize for the discovery of radium, 
and now Selma Lagerloff the Literature prize. The Litera- 
ture prize, the most popular of all the Nobel prizes, has been 
awarded in previous years as follows: R. F. A. Sulty Prud- 
homme, Frederic Mistral, French; Th. Momsen, Rudolf 


~-Eucken, German; B. Bjornson, Norwegian; H. Stenkiewicz, 


Pole; José Echegaray, Spanish; Prof. Carducci, Italian, 
and Rudyard Kipling, English. 

Miss Lagerloff is classed as the foremost of Swedish 
writers, and her recent book, “The Wonderful Adventures 
of the Nile,” has been ranked with Hans Andersen’s fairy 
tales. She is a gentle-faced woman of fifty, an optimist 
who loves humanity, and has given to the world simple, 
natural pen-pictures of Swedish life.

It is hoped that this Alumnz Association 
will be so pleased with the success of this venture that they 
will continue the plan. We are certainly glad that they 
chose so opportune a subject this time. Anent which, it is 
a pleasure to record, that from recently found letters of 
Maury it is proved that the present “new” proposition to 
establish a great national university at the capital as a 
memorial to the Father of His Country, was a project 
towards the realization of which \laury was bending every 
effort of his indomitable will when the call came which 
made him leave the Federal service, and before our South- 
land could take up his idea after the war, he had answered 
the higher call. This letter, giving his ideas and plans, is of 
intense interest. 

ARLINGTON continues to progress under the manage- 
ment of our able Director. Let us hasten it to completion. 

THE RICHMOND CHAPTER is taking interest in the pro- 
posed legislative measure looking towards the removal of 
the keeper of Confederate records. This is a matter of 
too great importance to be allowed to drop. Indeed, this 
official should be of the best. This chapter has also 
arranged to present a chapter badge to Mrs. Van Doren, 
Commodore Maury’s daughter. Mrs. Halsey, daughter of 
General D. IX. Maury, was a guest of honor in the city dur- 
ing March, and U. D. C. circles tendered her many atten- 
tions. 


THE CHAIRMAN of the Monument Committee writes me 
as follows: Monuments in Virginia; the rearing of monu- 
ments seems a natural suggestion of the human mind; 
even the roughest cheerfully devote their contributions to 
this end. The devoted attachment which has always been 
manifested to the soldier has been the same in all countries, 
and we feel the debt to us in citizenship and enjoyment of 
home and country, secured to us by the heroes who were so 
prodigal of their blood in the defense of this Southland 
given us by Him who made all things beautiful and good. 
It has been work without ceasing to record in stone our 
brightest conception of what makes the man—as we knew 
the Confederate soldier to be, and to manifest our aspiration 
tor Right in the world beyond. It is not triumphs of might, 
but the “sufferings of Right that are graven deepest on the 
chronicles of nations.” ‘The work of the respective com- 
mittees of the State Divisions of the U. D. C. is not known 
except by those who see it on record in the Minutes, which 
do not fall into the hands of the public. In our last report 
of the monumental work of Virginia, we listed 118 monu- 
ments, and there are 7 more in prospect; besides, we have a 
number of memorial tablets, arches, pulpits and memorial 
windows in various churches throughout the State. To 
accomplish this in so short a time has been phenomenal, and 
in a country so desolated and impoverished by war. It is 
the first time in the history of the world that woman has 
undertaken such work; that we have succeeded so far is 
monument enough for us. We need no other, and one and 
all ask that what would be devoted to a Monument for Con- 


federate Women, be given to Arlington. ‘The voiceless 
stone in deathless song shall tell—the story how ye fell,” but 
it also tells of woman's love and guardianship of the fame, 
honor, and principles for which they died. There is 
grandeur in the grief that calls us together on these memo- 
rial days—when young and old, rich and poor, come with 
their myriad of beautiful flowers, whose perfume mingles as 
incense with the prayer and praise offered to the God of 
Battles. The tributes and incidents given in the speeches 
on these occasions would alone add an interesting volume to 
literature. ‘‘We have gathered the sacred dust of the war- 
riors tried and true, who bore the flag of our nation’s trust, 
and fell in the cause, though lost still just, and died for you 
and me.”

T WAS my pleasure to be with the members of the Rich- 
mond chapter when they served the Christmas dinner to 
the veterans at the Soldiers’ Home. The dinner was all 

that a Christmas dinner should be—oysters, turkey, vege- 
tables, coffee, fruits, candies, etc. ‘To those who were too 
infirm to get to the dining hall, a tempting tray was sent. 
How beautifully remembered were those in the hospital 
wards. The nurses had decorated the rooms with holly 
wreaths, and over the doors, in large red letters was ‘Merry 
Christmas’—these had their Christmas dinner also, and 
much that was extra, for the box of fruit sent by the Chat- 
ham Chapter was divided among the “shut ins,” and then 
Mrs. Randolph passed from cot to cot leaving a “Christmas 
gift” tied with holly ribbons. How I wished that the chap- 
ters who contributed to this magnificent feast had been with 
me and witnessed the great happiness of these old heroes. 
The dinner did not end the program. The Richmond 
Daughters left nothing undone to make this the brightest 
day of all the year. About two. o'clock, those who could, 
assembled in the hall where a program of music and recita- 
tions was given. Mrs. Randolph presented me to the audi- 
ence, and after a few words of greeting, I had the extreme 
pleasure of a “hand shake” from each veteran present. This 
brought to a close a very happy event. 

On January 24th I was in Richmond again, having been 
invited to assist the officers of the Richmond Chapter in 
receiving at their “Annual Tea.” This tea is given in the 
beautiful Lee Camp Hall every year, and by the generous 
invitation of the chapter, the veterans, Daughters, Memorial 
Associations and many others were brought together to 
spend a delightful evening. It would, indeed, be great if each 
chapter in the State had a “Lee Camp Hall” in which to 
hold their monthly meetings—a hall where the walls are 
lined with portraits of Lee, Jackson, Stuart, Pelham, Jef- \ 
ferson Davis and numerous other. What an inspiration to 
push onward and upward in our work it would be!

Merchant, President Rawley-Martin Chapter. The next 
morning, before time for the train, Mrs. Merchant invited 
the members of the chapter to her home to meet us, and 
I had the pleasure of making them a short address. This 
personal contact, with clasp of hand in fervent fellowship, 
as friend and co-worker, means much to me, your president, 
and I wish that I could accept each invitation extended me 
by “my daughters.”

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T he School for Mothers. 


HE School for Mothers is one of the most important 
steps in modern education, and The Delineator has been 
doing good work along this line. Mr. Theodore Drei- 

ser, the Editor-in-Chief of The Delineator, has written Miss 
Poppenheim the following on this subject: 


“The Delineator has been co-operating with the various 
Mothers’ Clubs in thirty States, and in more than one hun- 
dred and fifty cities. In the task of organization we have 
worked with the National Congress of Mothers in some 
places, and in others we have interested women through 
the clubs and schools. Of course, it is the plan that all 
the Mothers’ Clubs shall be self-supporting, and our depart- 
ment has been maintained as a bureau of information and 
general helpfulness. The Delineator, however, has expended 
a great deal of money on this project, which is altogether 
a philanthropic one, conducted because it is our belief that 
a household magazine should carry on various educational 
campaigns. We paid the salary and expenses of an organ- 
izer in Louisiana, and we are employing one now in Massa- 
chusetts. 

“Last summer The Delicanator maintained seven schools 
for mothers in the tenement districts of New York City. 
A superintendent of nurses had charge of the schools. In 
each school a graduate registered nurse was installed. A 
doctor from the dispensary in each district volunteered his 
services. The classes were well attended. Individual 
instructions were given to each mother, and the nurses made 
personal calls at the homes. At the lectures the physicians 


talked on feeding and child hygiene. Practical demonstra- 
tions in the care of the milk bottles and the preparation 
of food were given. The following figures will give you 
an idea of what was accomplished between May first, and 
September first, 1909: 

“The Delineator’s seven schools for Mothers employed 
8 nurses, 6 volunteer doctors, 3,566 families were visited, 
7,226 visits paid while 415 babies under two years were in 
charge; 107 conference days with attendance of 900 babies 
at these conferences, 2,507 quarts of milk were given free 
by diet kitchen, while 230 babes were breast fed and 82 
bottle fed.” 

Mr. Dreiser goes on to say: 

“TI am especially interested in State movements to organ- 
ize School Improvement Associations. We have been work- 
ing with Miss Agnes Morris, who has organized this work 
for the Louisiana Board of Education; sending an organ- 
izer to the various clubs formed by Miss Morris to start 
the work of child hygiene classes for mothers. This organ- 
izer has just returned from Mississippi where she has been 
working with Miss Powell, who is organizer for the Missis- 
sippi Board of Education. In Texas the Federation of Wo- 
men’s Club is just about to appoint an organizer for the 
Texas schools. The Delineator is also sending an organizer 
through the Mississippi schools to start classes for mothers 
in child hygiene. For a long time, educators have believed 
that the physical condition of school children would be 
greatly improved if the schools made some attempt to teach 
the mothers how to care for their babies from infancy up.

“John Marvel, Assistant,’ by Thomas Nelson Page, which many 
enjoyed when appearing serially, is now presented in book form. This 
new volume of the gifted Southern author is an interesting character 
study. Three types of men are developed, showing their growth from 
college days, each one wielding an influence through his special talents. 
The relation of Jew and Christian is brought out in several chapters, as 
one of the strong personalities is a Jew. While there is much romance 
in the story, many problems of the day are touched upon, and the book 


is most conducive to serious thought. The real affection of a man for 
his dog is touchingly shown, and the deep devotion possible between men 
is beautifully brought out. Instead of portraying only romantic love. 
Mr. Page has depicted many phases of human love and self-sacrifice, 
showing man and woman’s possible interest in their fellowman, and how, 
when properly aroused, they are ready to aid the weak and needy. Aside 
from the interest of the plot, the book is further characterized by some 
descriptive writing in Mr. Page’s best style. Again the South can point 
with pride to another of Mr. Page’s works as worthy of a place among 
the best in American literature. |

“Woman's Work in English Fiction,” from the Restoration to the 
middle of the Victorian Age, by Clara H. Whitmore, is an extremely 
interesting and valuable contribution to the field of literature. The 
present book is an enlargement of material prepared for a master’s 
thesis, and shows careful research and painstaking effort. Miss Whit- 
more proves that women in the early days led in many departments of 
literature, but their names have been neglected or sunk into oblivion, while 
they have been imitated by men writers who have achieved distinction. 
This is the first book on English fiction published from a woman’s view- 
point, and shows why many women writers have been neglected. Miss 
Whitmore claims that to women are due the first humanitarian, political, 
domestic and historical novels; the first novel depicting Irish, Scottish 
and factory life; and the first novel on marriage problem and labor and 
capital. The book is well indexed and has 309 pages. So little has been 
written about women in fiction that many clubwomen will welcome this 
popular, practical handling of such an important subject.
